The new drawing sheets are acknowledged. 

Claims 1-8, 10-11, 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Horiuchi et al. 

Horiuchi et al show a valve with stator 40 having ports and rotor 50 having 
channels 21 for interconnecting ports of the stator. The Horiuchi et al valve is organized 
as segments of a circle for connecting ports grouped with each segment. As to claims 
16-17, one or more planes can be taken through rotor 20 in which the channels are 
"arranged". 

Applicant's arguments have been considered. However, the open claim 
construction permits additional structure in the reference. Thus, the rotor of Horiuchi et 
al includes channels and the channels, together with the channels in the second stator, 
connect the ports of the first stator and fairly meets the claims. 

Claims 1, 10-12, 16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Auger. 

Auger shows a rotary valve with ports in a line, such as 9, 15 and 12, 18 
arranged symmetrically. Channels 23 and 24 can be treated as being in two segments. 
As to claim 18, segments can be constructed which intersect channels 25 or 26, for 
example. 

Responsive to applicant's remarks, the claim recitation of "liquid" merely relates 
to intended use and provides no structural distinction over Auger. Ports 9 and 15 lie on 
a radius of the disc and are connected by channel 23. That meets the broad claim 
language.

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jones, of record. 

Jones shows a valve with stator ports 1-8 and rotor channels 11-14, as claimed. 

Applicant's arguments regarding Jones are also unpersuasive. Any two 
connected ports can be chosen as the first group. That is all that is needed to meet the 
claims. 

Claims 13-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
